See the Mauritius 1847 
printing plate on show for 
the first time in 80 years 

The copper printing plate forthe iconic 1847 ‘Post Office’ Id and 
2d stamps of Mauritius has been rediscovered after 80 years, 
and will be on display at London 2015 Europ hi lex in May. 

The plate was used to print the first colonial issues of the 
British Empire, which rank among the world’s greatest rarities. 

Of 1,000 stamps produced, only 27 survive. 

Acquired by Maurice Burrus around 1930, the plate was 
displayed at the Royal Philatelic Society London’s 1935 Silver 
Jubilee exhibition. It has not been seen in public since, and it 
was feared that it had been lost. 

Following the death of Maurice’s niece Odile Burrus, however, 
it has been rediscovered by the Burrus family and entrusted to 
the care of the dealer and auctioneer David Feldman of Geneva. 

Feldman said: 'The summit of my philatelic career was 
handling the sale of the great Mauritius collection belonging to 
Fliroyuki Kanai in 1993, but there was always one item missing 
from that collection. It is a great privilege to be able to handle 
this most elusive item at last!’ 



Isle of Man links Penny Black and 
Stanley Gibbons anniversaries 


The Isle of Man commemorated the 175th 
birthdays of the postage stamp and of 
Stanley Gibbons together in a set of six 
stamps in February. 

Values of Ip, 42p and 90 p illustrated the 

1840 Penny Black, 1840 Twopenny Blue and 

1841 Penny Red respectively, while Gibbons 


was portrayed with one of his many 
publications on the £1.20 value. 

The £1.60 depicted William Mulready with 
a used item of his postal stationery and the 
£2.30 showed Rowland Hill with a Penny 
Red cover, both items being addressed to 
the Isle of Man.

Gallipoli remembered 
by Australia and New 
Zealand joint issue. . . 

Australia and New Zealand have produced a joint issue to mark the 
100th anniversary of the Gallipoli campaign of World War I, in which 
soldiers of the two nations fought side-by-side for the first time 
under the banner of the Australian & New Zealand Army Corps. 

The pair of stamps from each country show a silhouetted sentry 
and bugler against a backdrop of the landing ground which was 
dubbed Anzac Cove, with the floral emblems of Australia’s golden 
wattle and New Zealand’s silver fern. 

ANZAC troops were in the front line for the invasion of Turkey 
which was launched in April 1915. More than 10,000 were killed and 
24,000 wounded before the nine-month campaign ended in 
withdrawal in January 2016 (see page 68).

. . .and by NZ’s latest 
World War I gallery 

The second issue in New Zealand’s five-year series commemorating 
World War I is a 10 -stamp set entitled 1915: The Spirit of Anzac. 

The designs include a period photograph of the landings at 
Gallipoli in Turkey, Horace Moore-Jones’s famous watercolour of 
The Sapper & His Donkey at Anzac Cove, and a painting of the Battle 
of Chunuk Bair, where ANZAC forces suffered heavy losses. 

There are also images of a soldier’s letter home from Egypt, a 
nurse, a hospital ship, a fundraising event for wounded soldiers, the 
memorial to the sinking of the troopship Marquette, a War Census 
poster which urged men to register for service, and a poster 
celebrating the bond between Britain, Australia and New Zealand. 



Faroes hails 
Magna Carta 

The Faroe Islands has issued a stamp 
commemorating the 800th anniversary of 
Magna Carta, the legal document by which 
the powers of the King of England were 
limited for the first time by his barons. 

Signed by King John at Runnymede in 
Surrey on June 15, 1215, the treaty is 
regarded around the world as an important 
early declaration of human rights and the 
foundation forwritten constitutions. 

The 24kr stamp illustrates battling 
knights under a Latin quotation from the 
original document. 

Royal Mail has a commemorative stamp 
issue scheduled for June 2. 
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No more Paris 
exhibitions? 

Planete Timbres, the biennial stamp show 
in Paris, will not take place in 2016 and may 
never return to the calendar. 

Claude Desarmenien, the President of the 
Federation of French Philatelic 
Associations, announced the cancellation in 
March, implying that it was difficult to 
persuade the French postal authority, 
dealers and societies to work together to 
rescue the event.

Britain’s first European-Level philatelic 
exhibition, London 2015 Europhilex, will 
bring together 1,500 frames of competitive 
exhibits, around 150 trade stands and a 
wide variety of special displays, seminars 
and society meetings at the Business 
Design Centre in Islington, London, from 
May 13-16. 

Special features include the 20-frame 
Philatelic Events That Changed The World 
display, an exceptional assembly of 
material, including many great rarities, 
brought together for the first time under 
the auspices of the prestigious Club de 
Monte Carlo. 

Also on display will be the newly 
rediscovered printing plate which was used 
to produce the legendary first stamps of 
Mauritius, the ‘Post Office’ Id and 2d of 
1847, and the printing press used by the 
notorious forger Jean de Sperati, from 


which special reprints will be created. 

The competitive exhibits will provide a 
spectacular array of material from all 
major classes, including the winning 
entries in the Thematic class which will 
have been judged a week earlier at the 
Essen International Stamp Fair.

CANADA 1911 

Admirals imprint blocks 



A highly specialised collection of Canada’s 
Admirals definitive issue from the reign of King 
George V went under the hammer at Brigham 
Auctions, comprising more than 1,000 lots from the complex and 
popular series, split up in such as a way as to make them 
affordable for collectors with a modest budget. 

Beyond the means of many, however, was the top seller: a set of 
eight values ranging from 4c up to $1 in imperforate imprint blocks 
of eight, with traces of hinges only in the margins. 

Recess-printed by the American Bank Note Co, the Admirals were 
first issued in 1911 and remained in use untilthe early 1930s.

Spink’s latest instalment of the sale of the Vestey collection 
concentrated on the ever popular 1910-13 Double Head issue of 
Rhodesia. Among more than 500 lots, the highest realisation was 
made by this fabulous exhibition piece, described by the auctioneer 
as ‘a monumental rarity’. 

It’s a bottom marginal block of eight of the Id in the bright 
carmine shade, horizontally imperforate between. In the margin at 
lower right is the imprint of Waterlow & Sons.

GERMAN OCCUPATION OF 
UKRAINE 1944 

Unique imperforate block 


Felzmann’s sale included what is thought to be a unique block from 
one of the oddest local provisional issues of World War II, that of 
Gorochow (Horochiw), during the German occupation of Ukraine. 

The town’s single stamp issue, the 12pf +28pf red and black semi- 
postal of March 1944, was printed on both sides of the sheet and in a 
tete-beche arrangement. 

It is therefore best 
collected in blocks of 
four, with two stamps on 
each side of the paper. 

However, only 200 
stamps were ever 
printed, of which only 
two blocks of four were 
left imperforate. One of 
these is now believed to 
have been broken up, 
leaving this imperforate 
block as the only one of 
its kind.

Unissued Lin Biao stamp 


The biggest price in Status International’s latest sale was fetched by 
a Chinese stamp whose authenticity the auctioneer explicitly stated 
it could not guarantee. 

The 8f design depicting Communist Party Chairman Mao Zedong 
(left) and Marshall Lin Biao (right, holding Mao’s Tittle red book’) 
was prepared in 1970-71 when Lin was Mao’s deputy and his 
nominated successor. But he died in mysterious circumstances, in a 
plane crash in September 1971, perhaps trying to flee a purge after 
suddenly falling out of favour. 

The issue was cancelled, but printed stamps have apparently 
found their way onto the philatelic market, adding another modern 
rarity for the collectors of China to pursue.

Part one of the sale of the ‘Golden’ Collection of Great Britain by Grosvenor reiterated the 
continuing popularity of Queen Elizabeth II missing colour errors, with the highest 
realisation being for a 1967 Christmas Is 6d missing lemon. 

The error seriously 
affects the skin tones of the 
subjects in Louis Le Nain’s 
painting The Adoration of the 
Shepherds, and leaves the 
whole image paler than it 
should be. 

Only three mint copies 
are known, one of these 
having been mounted and 
damaged. This particular 
example had a light 
vertical bend but was 
otherwise fine.

The Libra Collection of King George VI, sold 
by Murray Payne, included one of the most 
desirable examples of a Jamaican rarity, 
the 1938-52 5s slate blue and yellow orange 
with line-perforation. 

As an emergency measure after De La 
Rue’s printing works in London was 
bombed during the Blitz in December 1940, 
the stamp was line-perforated in early 
1941 with an irregular gauge of 14-14.15, 
rather then comb-perforated 13.8 x 13.7 
as normal.

14.1, was a bottom marginal example, with 
part of the printer’s imprint showing, as 
well as the blue ornamentation at the very 
base of the selvedge.

GREECE 1900 

Scarce surcharge block 


The latest Karamitsos sale of Greece offered specialist collectors 
of the classic Large Hermes Head issues a rare surcharge variety 
dating from 1900. 

It is thought that only one imperforate and one perforated sheets 
of the 5dr on 401 greyish magenta on blue meshed paper were ever 
produced, as most of the overprints were carried out on more 
common printings of the 401. 

Single stamps are scarce enough, so this mint imperforate block 
of four was most desirable, especially as the top left stamp showed 
the ‘Long Nostril’ plate flaw, which has been determined as being 
from position 107 in the sheet. 

The Large Hermes Head, Greece’s first stamp design, had been in 
use since 1861. The provisional surcharges of 1900, of which the 5dr 
on 401 was the top value, were its final hurrah as a definitive issue.

This printing error takes all the colour out of the two military uniforms 
shown in the design, which celebrated the 50th anniversary of the 
British Legion. 

Used, with a light but slightly smudged cancellation, it’s one of six 
different missing colour errors for the 3p value which are described in 
Pierron’s catalogue of GB errors. The other two values in the set were 
also afflicted by printing problems.

Having a laugh on 
April Fools’ Day 





T he issue date of April 1 was carefully 
chosen for the Comedy Greats set, 
which celebrates 10 of Britain’s best 
loved funny acts of the past 60 years, 
including many whose work is considered a 
landmark in the history of entertainment. 

Royal Mail says that inspiration behind 
the issue is that a quirky sense of humour is 
a trait synonymous with British people. 
There are also several linked anniversaries, 
including the centenary of the birth of 
Norman Wisdom and the 50th anniversary 
of the first broadcast of Not Only. ..But Also... 

Available in se-tenant strips of five, the 
stamps were designed by The Chase and 
printed in lithography by ISP. 

1st class SPIKE MILLIGAN 

The main inspiration behind The Goon Show, 
the BBC radio programme that ran from 
1951 to 1960, Milligan (1918-2002) was also 
known for the television show Q from 1969- 
1982. His stream-of-consciousness humour 
is known to have inspired Monty Python. 

1st class THE TWO RONNIES 

Ronnie Barker (1929-2005) and Ronnie 
Corbett (bl 930) first worked together on The 
Frost Report in the mid-1960s and teamed 
up for their own television show from 1971- 
87. Sketches, spoof news reports and 
musical send -ups were their stock in trade. 


1st class BILLY CONNOLLY 

An irreverent Glaswegian, Connolly (bl 942) 
was a shipyard welder and a folk-singer 
before he came to fame in the 1970s as a 
stand-up comic and actor. His earthy, 
observational stories about everyday life 
inspired a generation of future comedians. 

1st class MORECAMBE & WISE 

Eric Morecambe (1926-84) and Ernie Wise 
(1925-99) teamed up as teenagers to 
perfect a brand a comedy rooted in the 
music hall variety tradition, and presented 
their television show from 1968-84. Almost 
every year from 1969 until 1980, they had a 
Christmas Day special drawing some of the 
highest audiences in television history. 

1st class NORMAN WISDOM 

Best known for a series of comedy films 
produced in 1953-66 featuring his hapless 
character Norman Pitkin, Wisdom (1915- 
2010) was once nominated by Charlie 
Chaplin, no less, as his favourite clown. 
Famously, his films were the only ones from 
the capitalist world permitted to be shown 
in Albania under the closed Hoxha regime. 

1st class LENNY HENRY 

Henry (bl 958) came to fame by winning the 
television talent show New Faces in 1975, 
and ended up with his own series by 1984. A 





stand-up combining social commentary 
with mimicry, but also a Shakespearean 
actor, he co-founded the charity Comic 
Relief, which has raised more than £1bn 
over 30 years for disadvantaged people. 

1st class PETER COOK & DUDLEY MOORE 

Cook (1937-95) and Moore (1935-2002) 
made their name in the satirical stage 
revue Beyond The Fringe, and went on to 
establish a sketch style which was both 
risque and literate in their television show 
Not Only... But Also..., which ran from 1964- 
70. Cook also provided financial backing for 
the satirical magazine Private Eye, while 
Moore became a Hollywood actor. 

1st class MONTY PYTHON 

Graham Chapman (1941-89), John Cleese 
(bl 939) , Terry Gilliam (bl 940), Eric Idle 
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(bl 943) , Terry Jones (bl 942) and Michael 
Palin (bl 943) introduced television 
audiences to a pioneering form of comedy 
sketch show as Monty Python’s Flying Circus 
from 1969-74. Making fun of British 
sensibilities, usually surreal and not always 
with punchlines, it bred a cult following and 
a series of movies. 

1st class FRENCH & SAUNDERS 

Dawn French (bl 957) and Jennifer Saunders 
(bl 958) paved the way for a new generation 
of funny women with their eponymous 


sketch show, which first aired in 1987, not 
least for its spoofs of cult fims and 
television programmes. Individually, 
they also won critical acclaim for their 
sitcoms, The Vicar of Dibley and Absolutely 
Fabulous respectively. 

1st class VICTORIA WOOD 

Another winner of the New Faces talent 
show, in 1974, Wood (bl 953) developed a 
style of gentle observational humour which 
thrived both in her sketch show Victoria 
Wood: As Seen On TV, from 1984, and in her 
sitcom Dinnerladies, from 1998. Her live act 
comprises monologues interspersed with 
songs of her own composition, which she 
accompanies on piano.

Happy birthday to the 
mother of all stamps 



R oyal Mail is celebrating Britain’s 
invention of the adhesive postage 
stamp with a 175th Anniversary of the 
Penny Black miniature sheet to be issued 
on May 6, the precise anniversary of its 
official date of issue. 

It features stamp-on-stamp designs 
reproducing the 1840 Penny Black and its 
baby sister the Twopenny Blue, with 
superimposed 1st class values, each 
appearing twice on the sheet in 
chequer-formation. 

The Id is shown with corner letters SC 
and the 2d with corner letters QB. 

The miniature sheet border features a 
photograph of the hand-operated printing 
presses at Perkins, Bacon & Petch, the 
company which printed the original stamps. 

Designed by Sedley Place, the issue was 
printed in lithography by International 
Security Printers. 

1st class PENNY BLACK 

The world’s first adhesive postage stamp 
became valid for use on May 6, 1840, 
pre-paying domestic postage for an item 
weighing up to V 20 z, anywhere in the 
United Kingdom.

With a special exhibition overprint 
in the frame around the four 
stamps, and a unique serial number 
under the title of the sheet, it will be 
available only from Royal Mail’s 
stand at the event, and not from the 
philatelic bureau at Tallents House.

As is usual for major philatelic exhibitions in Britain and 
overseas, a generic Smilers sheet will be issued to 
coincide with London 2015 Europhilex. 

The background image is a 19th-century illustration of 
London, and the 10 different labels accompanying the 20 
1st class Hello stamps also show scenes from the capital, 
many of them relating to the history of the postal service. 

They feature Highgate Cemetery, the Business Design 
Centre in Islington, the Royal Observatory at Greenwich, 
the Statue of Sir Rowland Hill in King Edward Street, the 
blue plaque on the building once occupied by the GPO 
Film Unit in Blackheath, the Church of St Martin-in-the- 
Fields and HMS Belfast on the River Thames, as well as 
black-and-white archive photographs of the Post Office 
Railway at Paddington and Whitechapel, and the post office at Buckingham Palace. 

The 16th generic sheet commemorating a philatelic exhibition since 2000, the sheet is priced £12.90. 


COVER OF THE MONTH 



Buckingham Covers has produced a simple 
but attractive cover design for the Comedy 
Greats issue, featuring an old-fashioned open 
microphone beside a stage curtain. 

It is complemented by a postmark from 
Laughterton, sponsored by the Heritage 
Foundation, which commemorates Britain’s 
favourite entertainers with blue plaques. 

The 10-stamp set is split across two covers, 
each priced £18.40 including p&p.

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New definitives for 
increased postage rates 

Six new values of Mach in definitives were issued on March 24, ready 
for the new postage tariffs which were introduced on March 30. 

They were the £1.33 amber yellow, £1.52 orchid mauve, £2.25 
plum purple, £2.45 spruce green, £3.15 aqua green and £3.30 rose 
pink, all self-adhesive with security slits and overlays with ‘M15L’ 
year codes. 

The three higher values are a direct result of Pricing in Proportion 
rates being applied to international mail. 

Country definitives of £1 and £1.33 were also issued for England, 
Scotland, Northern Ireland and Wales, all gummed. 

The cost of 2nd class and 1st class postage rose to 54p and 63p 
respectively, while the 2nd Large and 1st Large rates increased to 
74p and 95p respectively, but without new stamps being required. 



Commemorative sheet 
lauds Post Office Rifles 



A commemorative sheet 
issued on March 18 marks 
the centenary of the arrival 
of the Post Office Rifles, the 
infantry regiment formed by 
volunteers from the postal 
service, on the Western Front 
in France in 1915. 

Its 10 1st class Union Flag 
stamps are accompanied by 
labels, captions and a 
backing card documenting 
the bravery and tenacity 
shown by these men during 
World War I, when they 
fought in battles including 
the Somme in 1916 and 
Passchendaele in 1917. 

The Post Office Rifles, more formally known at the time as the 8th 
Battalion, City of London Regiment, had originally been formed as 
the 49th Middlesex Rifle Volunteers Corps in 1868. 


HOT OFF THE PRESS 

Don Staddon has the inside line on British 
stamp printings, post office supplies and 
developments in postal mechanisation 

COMEDY GREATS PRINTING 

The Comedy Greats set was printed by Cartor in two 
different sheets of 50, divided into panes of 25 by a 
horizontal gutter. 

The cylinder numbers in both cases were Cl x 4, 
phosphor Cl. Phosphor was printed in two broad bands, 
and the year ‘2015’ is microprinted on each design. 

DEFINITIVE PRINTINGS 

The six new Machin self-adhesive definitives were all 
gravure-printed by De La Rue from cylinders Cl, 
phosphor Cl, with the phosphor in two broad vignetted 
bands and the year code ‘M15L’ in the security overlay. 

Printing dates were January 26 for the £1.33 and £1.52, 
January 14 for the £2.25, January 16 for the £2.45, 
January 19 for the £3.15 and January 20 for the £3.30. 

COUNTRY DEFINITIVE PRINTINGS 

The new £1 and £1.33 country definitives were litho- 
printed by Cartor and show cylinder numbers Cl x 6 for 
the Wales £1.33, printed on January 14, Cl x 4 for the 
Wales £1.00 and both Northern Ireland values, printed on 
January 14, and Cl x 5 for both England and both Scotland 
values, printed on January 15. 

Vignetted phosphor bands were all applied by cylinder 
Cl. It is noticeable that the phosphor has a much lower 
level of fluorescence on these gummed stamps than on 
the self-adhesive Machins. 

PRESTIGE STAMP BOOK ERROR 

A mistake by the printer resulted in the wrong colour 
being used for the 8 1 p definitive in the Inventive Britain 
prestige stamp book (March issue, page 24). Instead of 
holly green, like the current sheet stamp, it is sea green, 
as it was in 2008. 

It stands out as a variety because it has a security 
overlay, whereas the 2008 definitive did not. 

POST & GO RATES 

The six standard Post & Go rates have been changed, with 
Europe up to 1 0Og and Worldwide up to 1 0Og rates 
replacing Europe up to 60g and Worldwide up to 60g. The 
cost of a collector's strip has gone up to £7.68. 

FIXED POST & GO MACHINES 

The last of the old-style Wincor Nixdorf-manufactured 
Post & Go machines have been removed from post 
offices. The final one to be taken out of service was 
reported to be at Swiss Cottage in London on March 23. 

A Post & Go machine was expected to go into service at 
the Fleet Air Arm Museum at Yeovilton in Somerset 
around the end of March, vending stamps with the 
location identifier ‘The FAAM’ in their overprints. 

The kiosks at the Royal Navy Museum in Portsmouth 
and the Royal Marines Museum in Southsea will both vend 
stamps with a ‘VE Day 70’ overprint from May 7-29, and 
we expect the Fleet Air Arm Museum will follow suit.

LETTER OF THE MONTH 

If you thought Penny Black shades were 
tricky, you should try Penny Reds 

In response to John Crace's Devil's Advocate column about the difficulties of collecting 
the Penny Black (April issue, page 33), I gave up some years ago, not because I didn't 
understand the complexity of the issue but simply because it is extremely expensive for a 
common stamp! 

Instead, I took up collecting the Penny Red, which has many more varieties to get to 
grips with (including many more plates), but is much more affordable. 

My biggest problem is with shades. With the black stamp it is quite simple, in that 
darker colours are usually early printings and lighter ones usually mean worn plates; 
with the red stamp, to my mind there are far to many different shades catalogued, and 
some cost a small fortune. 

There must be some uncertainty over these rarer shades, because not everyone sees 
the same colour in the same way. Also, how can we be certain that the colour we see today 
is the same as the colour of the stamp when it was first issued? 

I think many collectors forget that these stamps are nearly 175 years old, and this must 
have a bearing. The shade of a stamp might well be different after many years in a 
collection, depending on how well it has been looked after.

Virtual-reality technology will be key to the experience of visiting museums in the future. 
And Britain's new Postal Museum will be at the cutting edge, says the BPMA’s Sarah Carr 


Over the past few months the British 
Postal Museum & Archive has been 
exploring how cutting-edge technology 
can enhance the visitor experience at The 
Postal Museum, a new national museum 
coming to central London in 2016. 

Part of this activity has been a 
remarkable project to scan Mail Rail, the 
old Post Office underground railway, in 
three dimensions. 

THREE-DIMENSIONAL RECORD 

Running directly under the feet of 
millions of unsuspecting Londoners, not 
to mention the city’s most recognisable 
landmarks, Mail Rail ran from 
Whitechapel in the east to Paddington in 
the west. 

In operation from 1927 until 2003, this 
remarkable feat of engineering and 
ingenuity was the world’s first 
driverless electrified railway. 

Since it was shut down more than a 
decade ago, it has been frozen in time, 
until now. As part of its ambitious plans 
for The Postal Museum, the BPMA 


intends to open it up to the public, and 
even offer visitors a ride through some 
of the original tunnels. 

In order to make the space safe and 
accessible for the public to enjoy, some 
structural changes will be required. 
Before these are made, however, we 
wanted to capture a permanent record 
of Mail Rail in its original state. 

An exciting piece of work was 
undertaken with ScanLab Projects, the 
UK's leading provider of large-scale 3D 
scanning, which is capable of creating 
precisely measured, beautifully 
coloured digital visualisations of 
landscapes, buildings and objects. 

This has produced some impressive 
imagery which illustrates Mail Rail in a 
way that just isn't possible through 
traditional photography. 

FORWARD THINKING 

The project has enhanced the BPMA’s 
understanding and appreciation of the 
space, and it could also be used to 
improve the visitor experience once 


the museum is open. 

For example, the use of virtual-reality 
technology could enable a three- 
dimensional ‘walkthrough’ of hidden 
parts of the network to be created, or an 
interactive display that enables layers of 
imagery to be peeled away to show the 
industrial detail beneath it. 

We believe that this sort of technology, 
along with augmented-reality apps for 
smart devices or 3D printed 
installations, will become ever more 
popular. Indeed, visitors will 
increasingly expect additional levels of 
interactivity as a standard part of their 
museum experience. 

At present this work is still at an 
experimental stage, but if the necessary 
funding can be secured, Mail Rail could 
make use of it from launch.

Is there any real benefit in registering a letter? 


Last year I posted a registered letter to 
Poland, at a cost of £9.50, containing a 
stamp insured for £100, to be tracked and 
signed for on delivery.

By doing so, are you simply indicating to the 
postman that the contents are valuable 
enough to be worth stealing?

Catalogue listing not 
feasible for displaced 
watermark in booklet 

I have to agree with Professor Brent 
Wilson’s sentiment in his Soapbox column 
(April issue, page 27) that you should never 
stop looking for uncatalogued varieties 
such as displaced watermarks. However, 
the particular example he gave of the King 
George V Id booklet pane showing the ‘AST’ 
of ‘Postage’ on the marginal stamps is not 
as unusual as he implies, and not capable of 
being given its own catalogue listing. 

These panes were printed on the same 
watermarked paper as counter sheets 
(intended to show the Simple Royal Cypher 
in the centre of stamps and the word 
‘Postage’ on the unprinted sides), but with a 
separate 9mm unprinted selvedge down the 
centre of the sheet. 

Therefore all the stamps were printed 
further to the left or right, the cypher was 
always off-centre and 60% of the panes, 
from the left and right sheet edges, always 
showed at least part of ‘Postage’. 

The reason why these cannot be given a 
catalogue entry is that there is already a 
listing for sheet stamps showing the 
‘Postage’ part of the watermark but with no 
sign of the cypher part. 

Although Professor Wilson’s pane has ‘STA’ 
fully on the marginal stamps, these also show 
part of the cypher. Although a nice variety, 
this is not one which can be catalogued.

TALKING POINT 


HALFWAY HOUSE 

London is about to host another international exhibition only five years after the last one. 
With some big anniversaries to celebrate, is this the ideal time to break with tradition? 


T here was a slight drop in 
attendance at Spring 
Stampex in February. 
Why was that? 

It might have been because 
the event coincided with school 
half-term holidays, a week when 
families go away with children 
or grandchildren. Or it might 
have been because some were 
reluctant to travel, fearing 
overcrowded public transport. 
Or it might simply have been 
that collectors decided to wait a 
few months for London 2015 
Europhilex, Britain’s biggest 
exhibition for five years. 

Since 1950, we have have 
become accustomed to having 
an international exhibition in 
London at the turn of each 
decade. There were events at 
Grosvenor Flouse in 1950, the 
Royal Festival Flail in 1960, 
Olympia in 1970, Earls Court in 
1980, Alexandra Palace in 1990, 
Earls Court in 2000 and the 
Business Design Centre in 2010. 

This is something rather 
different, the first time there 
has been an ‘international’ at 
the halfway point in the cycle. 
But it is on familiar territory, the 
BDC now being well established 
as the home of Stampex. 

Not all approved of Stampex’s 
move there in 1996, having 
become accustomed to the 
Royal Florticultural Flails in 
Westminster. The dissenting 
voices had some initial support 
as freezing temperatures in 
January 1996 meant electric 
heaters were needed to provide 
a little warmth! 

Now, however, Islington has 
established itself as an inviting 
venue, with good bus and 
underground rail links, and the 
exhibition hall itself has good 
facilities. In May, it should be 
particularly bright and airy. 

For larger exhibitions such as 
this, the BDC has the advantage 
of additional space, not required 
for Stampex but ideal when 
more dealer stands and 


exhibition frames have to be 
accommodated. Given some 
clever planning, it coped well 
with the 2010 event. 

Some may regret that it is no 
longer possible to go to such 
prestigious exhibition halls as 


Earls Court (which has now 
passed into history, as its 
demolition commenced at the 
end of last year) and Olympia. 
But times have changed. 

For a while, the budgets for 
philatelic exhibitions could be

generous, mainly thanks to 
surcharges on Royal Mail 
miniature sheets. Today we have 
to adjust our expectations and 
plan less lavish events. On the 
plus side, those involved with 
the day-to-day running of the 
BDC are very familiar with what 
is involved in staging a stamp 
exhibition. 

Over the 45 years that I have 
been involved with London 
‘internationals’ (I was a member 
of the press and publicity 
committee for Philympia 1970), 
there has been frequent talk 
about staging a ‘midway’ event, 
in the middle of the established 
10-year cycle. The logic was 
simple: much experience and 
expertise had been gained in 
organising the ‘main’ event, so 
why wait another decade to 
utilise these again? Why not 
strike while the impetus was 
still present, rather than 
starting with a clean sheet of 
paper once they had receded? 

For some reason, mid-term 
internationals never 
materialised, until now. But with 
the need fora European-based 
(as opposed to world) exhibition, 
and with London boasting a fine 
track-record and a tried-and- 
tested venue, London 2015 
makes perfect sense. 

Furthermore the timing is 
very auspicious. The event falls 
on the 175th anniversary of the 
Penny Black, the 150th 
anniversary of the first Stanley 
Gibbons catalogue and the 
125th anniversary of London’s 
first international. 

The doors will be open for just 
four days, from May 13-16, but in 
that time there will be plenty to 
see and do (see page 10). Don’t 
miss out! □

GB PENNY BLACK 1840 


Black beauty 

It is 175 years since Rowland Hill’s reforms in Britain changed 
the course of postal history and created the postage stamp. Here 
are 40 things every philatelist should know about the Penny Black 



□ Report by Penelope Schwarz 


1 Posting letters around Britain 
had always been much more 
expensive than a penny. When 
the Royal Mail was opened up to 
become a public service in 1635, 
letters were priced by distance 
travelled, and 2d was the very 
cheapest fee. 


2 Penny posts had only ever 
existed within individual 
towns and cities, providing a 
more personal and convenient service 
in the days before door-to-door 
postal delivery was offered. The first 
of its kind was William Dockwra’s 
service in London, established in 
1680 and taken over by the Post 
Office in 1682. 


3 Dockwra’s London Penny 
Post also introduced the 
pre-payment of postage, which 
at the time was a revolutionary idea. 
Until 1840, the vast majority of mail 
was paid for not by the sender but by 
the recipient. 

4 In the early years of the 19th 
century, postal services were 
becoming ever less accessible to 
the general public. Postage rates were 
increased in 1801, 1805 and 1812, to 
help pay for the Napoleonic Wars. By 
1839, it cost 4d to send a single sheet 
less than 15 miles, and more than 
Is 6d to send it to certain far-flung 
corners of the country. In some cases, 
road and bridge toll charges were 
added on top. 


3 Demands for postal reform in 
the 1920s and 1930s were led 
by traders who wanted a 
cheaper service and politicians who 
hoped to reduce inefficiency and 
corruption. Proponents in Parliament 
included Robert Wallace, the MP for 
Greenock, and Matthew Hill, the MP 
for Hull, and a Commission of 
Inquiry into the Post Office was 
established in 1835.

6 The most influential argument 
for change was Rowland Hill’s 
pamphlet Post Office Reform: 
Its Importance & Practicality, which 
was privately printed in January 1837 
and submitted to the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. It argued for uniform 
rates of postage and compulsory pre- 
payment, to simplify sorting and 
accounting procedures, and an 
extremely low basic rate of just Id, 
partly to counter any public 
objections to pre-payment. 


7 Initially, adhesive stamps were 
not central to Hill’s thinking. 
His pamphlet did not address 
how pre-payment should be made, 
and on being asked for clarification 
in February 1837 he suggested the 
sale of ‘stamped covers’, effectively 
postal stationery. Only as an 
afterthought did he propose 
something a little more versatile: ‘a 
bit of paper just large enough to bear 
the stamp, and covered at the back 
with a glutinous wash’. 
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‘The designs submitted to the Treasury Competition 
in 1839 included stamped covers, stamped-to- order 
paper and labels. Ironically, it was the labels 
which came to be known as stamps’

8 Although James Chalmers was 
later feted by some as the true 
inventor of adhesive stamps, his 
idea was made public after Hill’s. 

His suggestion of ‘stamped slips... 
rubbed over on the back with a 
strong solution of gum’ was first 
made to the Post Office in a letter 
dated February 1838. 


9 A Parliamentary Select 

Committee set up in November 
1837, which published its final 
report in March 1839, only partially 
accepted Hill’s proposals. It 
recommended an interim basic 
postage rate of 2d, rather than Id, 
and that pre-payment be made 
optional, rather than compulsory. 


^ Lord Melbourne’s Whig 

111 (Liberal) government 
-M- passed the legislation 
paving the way for postal reform with 
little fuss, even though one of its 
implications would be the ending of 
the free franking privilege enjoyed by 
Members of Parliament. The Postage 
Duties Bill was introduced in 
Parliament in July 1839, and became 
law within a month. 

n ln September 1839, 
Rowland Hill was 
appointed to oversee 
postal reform, essentially as a 
consultant to the Treasury on a 
two-year contract. 

^ Reform was introduced in 

P stages. Charging by 
-M- weight with a basic 

uniform postage rate of 4d was 
introduced on December 5, 1839. The 
basic rate was reduced to Id for up to 
Vioz in weight (if pre-paid) on 
January 10, 1840, and all free- 
franking privileges were abolished at 
the same time. A convenient means of 
pre-payment would not be available 
for another four months. 


B More than 2,600 entries 
were received to the 
‘Treasury Competition’ to 
design a stamp for pre-paying 
postage, which was announced on 
August 23, 1839. Prerequisites 
included convenience of use, 
affordable production costs and 
security against forgery. 

M The ‘stamp’ designs 

submitted to the Treasury 
Competition included 
stamped covers, stamped-to-order 
paper and small labels. Ironically, it 
was the labels which later came to be 
universally known as stamps. 

^ m The first prize of £200 in 
the Treasury Competition 
-M- was never awarded, 
because no specific entry was 
adopted. Instead, four consolation 
prizes of £100 each were awarded to 
Charles Whiting, Henry Cole, 
Benjamin Cheverton and the team of 
James Bogardus and Francis Coffin. 


^ In reporting to the 

I Chancellor of the 

-M- Exchequer on the 

competition entries in December 
1839, Hill opined that an engraved 
portrait of Queen Victoria on

jmht It was agreed between Hill 
I and the Treasury before 
-L / the end of 1839 that four 
different ways of pre-paying postage 
would be offered: stamped 
lettersheets, stamped envelopes, 
adhesive labels and stamps embossed 
to order on paper supplied by the 
public. Owing to production 
difficulties, the last of these was not 
in fact introduced until 1855.

^ Lettersheets and 

envelopes with values of 
- M - Id and 2d were designed 

William Mulready, engraved by John 
Thompson, and printed by William 
Clowes on silk-threaded paper. The 
elaborate design showed Britannia 
presiding over communications 
around the British Empire. 

^ From the start the 

I Mulready postal 

-L. stationery was ridiculed, 

with The Times newspaper leading 
the assault as early as May 2, 1840. It 
was also parodied, by means of 
caricatures produced by commercial 
stationery printers who thought their 
business was under threat. It was 
withdrawn from sale as early as July, 
leaving the way open for the

adhesive stamp to dominate the 
payment of postage. 

The design for the 
adhesive stamp was based 
on a portrait of Queen 
Victoria which had been sculpted by 
William Wyon for the City Medal 
(commemorating the Queen’s visit to 
the City of London) in 1837. A sketch 
of it by Henry Corbould was used as 
the basis for a die engraved in reverse 
in soft steel by Frederick Heath. The 
engine-turned white-line background 
engraving was added by the printer, 
Perkins Bacon & Petch. 


The stamps were arranged 
in sheets of 240, 
comprising 20 rows of 12 
impressions, because this made for 
easy accounting given Britain’s 
currency of pounds, shillings and 
pence. A row of 12 Id stamps added 
up to Is in value, and a sheet of 240 
stamps added up to exactly £1. 

For extra security against 
forgery, Hill decided to 
add ‘check’ letters to the 
lower corners of each stamp. These 
were arranged in sequence so that the 
top row read ‘AA’ to ‘AL’, the next

row £ BA’ to £ BL’ and so on, with the 
bottom row reading ‘TA’ to £ TL\ 
These letters were punched into the 
plate individually after the die had 
been transferred by roller 240 times. 

Since postage stamps 
1 were a novelty both for 

kJ post office clerks and the 
general public, it was deemed 
necessary to print instructions for 
their sale and use in the sheet 
margins on all four sides. The 
inscription read: ‘Price Id per label. 
1/- per row of 12. £1 per sheet. Place 
the labels above the address and 
towards the right hand side of the 
letter. In wetting the back be careful 
not to remove the cement.’ 

A The stamps were printed 
1 ^^Lby Perkins Bacon using 
I the intaglio (recess) 
process, on paper with a Small 
Crowns watermark supplied by Rush 
Mills in Northampton. Gum was 
supplied by John Rawsthorne of 
Manchester, and applied by the 
printer to the back of sheets after the 
printing was completed. 

rm 0 The plate for the Penny 
9 Black was ready on 

April 1, 1840, and a proof 
impression was taken from it that 
same day. This imprimatur, with no 
corner letters or selvedge 
inscription, is the only surviving 
complete sheet of 240 Penny Blacks, 
and is held by the British Postal 
Museum & Archive. 


Printing of the sheets for 
1 distribution to post 

\ J offices began on 11 April 
at Perkins Bacon’s works in 
Whitefriars Street, London. The 
stamp was put on sale on May 1, and 
became valid for postage on May 6. 

W—f Although the official date 
9 i of issue was May 6, the 
/ earliest known usage of a 
Penny Black on cover was on May 2, 
in Bath. Most of the surviving first 
day covers were posted in London, 
because few regional distributors 
received their supplies of the 
stamp on time. 

Production of the 
1 Twopenny Blue lagged a 

dmmi few days behind that of 

the Penny Black. Printing began on 
May 1, 1840, and the stamp was 
issued on May 8. |>

There was a plan to print 
F Id and 2d official stamps 

with the letters ‘VR’ in 
the top corners, for use by 
government departments only. This 
was abandoned after several 
thousand sheets had been printed but 
before they were issued; a small 
number escaped into private hands. 

In stark contrast to the 
I 1 postal stationery, the 
adhesive ‘labels’ proved 
extremely popular. At around the 
time of issue, some 600,000 Penny 
Blacks were being printed every day, 
and Perkins Bacon staff needed to 
work through the night to keep up 
with demand. 

^ There was some public 
I unease about whether the 
-M- gum on the back of the 
stamps was safe to lick, and one 
newspaper even questioned whether 
it could give people cancer. In fact the 
gum was essentially dextrine, a 
starch ingested daily in food, so it 
was more likely to make you fat 
than kill you. 


A total of 11 plates were 
F used to print the Penny 
Black, although plate 1 
was extensively repaired after 
suffering from excessive wear, so 


specialist collectors distinguish 
between plate la (as originally used) 
and plate lb (after restoration). 

To prevent the fraudulent 
re-use of stamps, they 
were cancelled with an 
undated handstamp which was 
distributed to postmasters. This 
came to be known as the ‘Maltese 


Cross’, and the name has stuck, 
although its design was actually 
closer to that of the Croix Patee, or 
the Tudor Rose. 

Instructions to 
postmasters made it clear 
that the cancellation was 
to be used in combination with red 
ink, but they were left to mix the ink

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themselves. In practice, various 
shades can be found, from red-brown 
to red-orange. Due to mistakes made 
with inkpads, Penny Blacks are also 
known cancelled in various other 
colours including blue, magenta, 
green and yellow. 

w After just a few weeks in 
use, the days of the Penny 
Black were already 
numbered. Reports of red cancelling 
ink being washed off black stamps 
too easily led to experiments with 
alternative colours getting underway 
before the end of May 1840. Carried 
out on blocks of 12 stamps with 
voided corners, these became known 
as the ‘Rainbow Trials’. 

Inconveniently, the most 
effective cancelling ink 
v.^ proved to be black, and 
this proved to be most difficult to 
remove from red-brown printing ink. 
In February 1841, therefore, the 
colour of the Id stamp was changed 
to red-brown, and the colour of the 
cancellation to black. At the same 
time, a new shade of blue was 
formulated for the 2d stamp. 

pnv Despite its short lifespan, 
I the Penny Black is not a 
/ rare stamp. More than 
68 million were printed from April 
1840 to January 1841. The survival 
rate has been estimated at 2%, which 
amounts to well over a million. 

Despite its change of 
colour, Britain’s Id stamp 
would retain essentially 
the same design for almost 40 years, 
until 1879. Minor upgrades to the 
Penny Red included the introduction 
of perforations in 1854, a retouched 
die in 1855 and the printing of check 
letters in all four corners and plate 
numbers in the engine-turned frame 
pattern from 1864. 

Mail volumes increased 
vastly as a result of the 
reduction in postage 
rates. The number of paid-for letters 
rose by more than 100% in the early 
months of 1840, although of course 
the Post Office was making less profit 
per item. In fact the organisation’s 
revenue was seriously dented in the 
short term, but it would grow quickly 
over the following years as cheap 
postage boosted the economy and 
encouraged more of the population 
to write letters.

A After Melbourne’s Whig 

I 1 government was replaced 
I V/ by a Conservative one 
under Sir Robert Peel, Hill was 
sacked from his position at the 
Treasury in July 1842. But he later 
returned to postal affairs, appointed 
Secretary to the Postmaster General 
from 1846-54 and Secretary to the 
Post Office from 1854-64. He was 
knighted in 1860. □ 


10 THINGS THAT MIGHT SURPRISE YOU 


1 There was some discussion in 
January 1840 about whether the 
monarch should retain free franking 
rights when they were withdrawn from 
members of parliament and other officials. 
The Prime Minister, Lord Melbourne, 
persuaded Queen Victoria that it would be 
politically prudent to give up her privilege. 

2 The first items of pre-paid postal 

stationery introduced under Rowland 
Hill’s reforms were not the Mulready 
envelopes and lettersheets, but Id 
envelopes for exclusive use by members of 
the House of Lords and House of Commons, 
issued on January 16, 1840. 

3 The Wyon portrait of Queen Victoria, 
which was to used on postage stamps 
until her death in 1901 at the age of 
81, was based on a sketch drawn when she 
was only 15 years old. 

4 Many of the Post Office notices 
regarding the introduction of the 
penny post and adhesive stamps in 
1840 were undersigned by William 
Maberly, who was Secretary to the Post 
Office. Contrary to the impression this 
might give, Maberly was vehemently 
opposed to Rowland Hill’s insistence on a 
low and uniform postage rate. 

5 Britain's first postage stamps were 
sold not only by postmasters and 
receiving houses (post offices) but by 
a variety of other licensed retailers. Some 
of these sold the stamps at a premium. 

6 Since Penny Blacks had 240 

combinations of corner letters to a 
sheet, and can be traced from 12 
different plates (counting la and 1b as 
different plates), there are 2,888 different 
impressions to collect. 

7 One of the knock-on effects of postal 
reform was an increase in the use of 
covers. Before 1840, letters were 
typically simply folded and sealed, because 


using an extra piece of paperwould double 
the cost of postage. Now, using an envelope 
was possible without going over the first 
weight step. 

8 The design of the 2d stamp diverged 
from that of the Id after March 1841 
simply to make it easier to distinguish 
between printings in the original blue ink 
and the new blue which was introduced at 
that time. Horizontal white lines were 
added to the frame below the inscription 
‘Postage’ and above ‘Two Pence’, but the 
design of the Id was not changed. 

9 The latest printing of the Penny Black 
was as recently as 2000, when 
facsmiles were produced from the 
original plates (without corner letters) for 
a souvenir pack to coincide with the Stamp 
Show 2000 exhibition. 

Rowland Hill was buried in 
Westminster Abbey after his 
death in 1879. There are public 
statues of him in London, Birmingham and 
his home town of Kidderminster.

GB PENNY BLACK 1840 


Black magic 

Besides the fact that it was the first of its kind, what attracts 
us to the Penny Black? The different levels at which it can be 
collected add to the lure of this endlessly fascinating stamp 




hatever his of her 
specialism, practically 
every stamp collector in 
the world would like to own a Great 
Britain 1840 Id black, the mother of 
all postage stamps. 

However there is much more to the 
lure of the Penny Black than the fact 
that it was the first of its kind. Its 
design, its complexity and its variety 
add considerably to its collectability. 

Classic elegance 

The design is simple and elegant, 
with the beautiful William Wyon 
portrait of Queen Victoria and the 
legends ‘Postage’ at top and ‘One 
Penny’ at the foot, complemented by 
an intricate engine-turned 


background. The parallel with 
Britain’s current definitive stamps, 
based on a plaster cast of Queen 
Elizabeth II by Arnold Machin, is 
obvious. 

Equally important to specialists are 
the two letters added in the lower 
corners of the design as a form of 
protection against forgery. These 
exist in 240 equally rare (or equally 
common) combinations ranging 
from AA to TL. 

Some collectors specialise in 
particular sheet positions, or look for 
stamps bearing their initials. 

Built-in variety 

Where these check letters are of 
greatest practical significance, 


however, is in helping us to work out 
which plate any given stamp was 
printed from. 

Whilst the 240 impressions in each 
plate were produced from a single 
mother die, which had blank lower 
corners, the letters were subsequently 
hand-punched onto the plate, so 
there are small differences in their 
positioning from plate to plate. 

Plating the Penny Black is very 
important, because it has a huge 
effect on value. The most common 
plate is plate 6, which was used to 
print a little over 9,000,000 stamps; 
the rarest is plate 11, which printed 
only 168,000. 

Whilst every collector wants at 
least one Penny Black in his albums, a

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PLATING TIPS 


GUMMED SIDE 
The easiest way to identify 
the plate number of a Penny 
Black might well be to take 
a quick look at the back of 
the stamp, where there will 
often be a pencilled note 
written by a previous owner. 
It's not always accurate, but 
it's a good starting point. 

CORNER LETTERS 
Almost always, published 
reference works will help 
you plate a Penny Black by 
studying the positions of the 
corner letters. The Plating 
of the Penny Black by 
Charles Nissen and 
Bertram McGowen is 
invaluable; also useful and 
much cheaper is Guide 
Lines to the Penny Black by 
P C Litchfield. 

FLAWS 

Look out for the ‘0’ flaw, a 
white blob to the right of the 
‘0’ of ‘One Penny’, which is a 
transfer roller flaw 
occurring only on stamps 
from plates 7, 8, 9 and 10. 
There are also a number of 
plate varieties which can 
help, such as double letters 
and guide lines. 

SHADE 

Stamps from plate la can be 
greyish-black in shade, 
because of the very rapid 
wear of the plate. Those 
from plate 11, the rarest 
plate, are often a different 
shade of grey-black, due to 
the ink used. 

CANCELLATIONS 
Both red and black Maltese 
cross cancellations can be 
found on stamps from all 
plates, but the black ones 
are more likely to exist on 
the later ones. 


serious collector of Great Britain 
would like one from each plate. And a 
devotee will want examples of each of 
the 240 impressions from each of the 
12 plates! 

Note also that plates lb, 2, 5, 8, 9, 
10 and 11 were also used to print the

Penny Black’s successor, the Penny 
Red. This created an interesting extra 
collectable, in the shape of ‘matched 
pairs’: two stamps of the same 
denomination with the same corner 
letters from the same plate, but in 
different colours. 

Variable quality 

Penny Blacks vary hugely in value. 
You can pick up a used example with 
incomplete margins for less than 
£100. On the other hand, in 2011 
Spink & Son sold a single stamp from 
plate 2, lettered TL, with marginal 
inscription and plate number, on 
cover, for nearly £300,000. 

When assessing the value of a 
Penny Black there are many things 
that must be taken into 
consideration. 

As with all stamps, condition is 
crucial. Thins, creases and small 
tears (even if not readily apparent) 
will reduce market value 
considerably, as of course will the 


remnants of hinges on otherwise 
mint examples. 

Margins are also key. Since Penny 
Blacks had to be cut from the sheet 
by scissors, and the gap between the 
impressions was not large, the design 
is often cut into, and the more this 
affects the design itself, the more the 
value is reduced. 

Of course, for every stamp that was 
cut into, there is another with an 
extra large margin. Where a pair once 
existed, with one stamp having good 
margins and the adjoining stamp 
being cut into, it is not unusual for 
the damaged stamp to have been 
sacrificed, leaving a fine single with 
an extra large margin. 

Cancellations are more a matter of 
opinion, but there are preferences

whuch command a premium. A 
crisp, rather than over-inked Maltese 
cross is more pleasing to the eye, and 
complete and upright examples are 
more sought after, but most valued is 
a postmark which leaves the profile 
of Queen Victoria clear. 

Some collectors prefer red Maltese 
crosses (which is how the Penny 
Black was originally intended to be 
cancelled) to black ones, while others 
look for those in other colours, such 
as blue, magenta, yellow or violet. A 
few of the handstamps were damaged 
or lost and replaced, resulting in 
what are known as ‘distinctive’ 
Maltese crosses. 

If you can find a favourable 
combination of all the points above, 
you have the ultimate consideration: 
aesthetic appeal. Perhaps the 
fundamental lure of the Penny Black 
is the unending search for one in 
finer condition, with larger margins 
and a crisper cancellation than the 
one you already own. □

COMMONWEALTH CLASSICS 



Springs eternal 

The small island of Nevis set tongues wagging with its debut issue in 1862. The 
allegorical design was individualistic, and yet the frames looked strangely familiar 

□ Report by John Winchester 


T he West Indian island of Nevis 
was first populated by English 
colonists in 1628, and after a 
period in French hands it was 
restored Britain in 1783. British 
stamps were used from 1858, but 
when a new colonial administrator, 
Anthony Musgrave, arrived on the 
island in 1860 he wanted the island 
to issue its own. 

This was remarkably pushy for 
such an insignificant colony, at a time 
when larger and more important 
islands in the Leeward group, such as 
Antigua and St Christopher, had not 
yet issued their own stamps. 

Equally unorthodox was the choice 
of printer. Perkins Bacon, which was 
in the throes of producing 
masterpieces for St Vincent and 
Grenada, was overlooked in favour of 
the little-known London stationers 
and book-printers Nissen & Parker. 



It was suggested that a suitable 
centrepiece for the four required 
denominations might be the seal of 
the colony, created in around 1830, 
which illustrated one of the 
thermal volcanic springs which 
course from the hillsides near 
Charlestown. 

Beside the spring, an invalid 
woman is supported by her 
companion, while a third female, 
possibly intended to represent 
Hygieia, the ancient Greek and 
Roman goddess of health and 
cleanliness, stands ready with a 
bowl and a pitcher of curative 
mineral water. 

This ‘Mineral Springs’ design

MARKET VALUES 


The four stamps of 1862 are catalogued at 
between £100 and £350 mint and between £50 
and £100 used on greyish paper. Examples on 
blued paper are more expensive, while the 
rarest variety is the 1876 Is on vertically laid 
paper, at over £20,000. Beware that the 
popularity of the issue begat many forgeries.

certainly gave the stamps of Nevis a 
very distinctive look. It was unusual 
in being dominated by women other 
than Queen Victoria, and can be 
regarded as the first stamp design 
with a medical theme. 

But what Nissen & Parker did 
next rather outstepped the 
boundaries of philatelic protocol. 
Each of the four denominations was 
given a different frame, and the 
printers shamelessly plagiarised the 
stamps of Great Britain. 

The frame of the Id had a star in 
each corner, engine-turned loops to 
each side and a very familiar look to 
the cut of ‘One Penny’ across the 
bottom, much like the original Penny 
Black and the early Penny Red. 
Furthermore, the frames of the 4d, 

6d and Is bore more than a passing 
resemblance to the mother country’s 
1855 and 1856 equivalents. 

Each design was separately 
engraved onto plates of 12 (arranged 
in four rows of three), creating 12 
types of each value. Then the Id dull 
lake, 4d rose, 6d grey-lilac and 
Is green were recess-printed on 
unwatermarked, greyish paper, 
perforated 13, and issued on 
July 19, 1862. 

All four denominations from these 
early printings can also be found on 
blued paper, thought to have been 
created by an unintended reaction 
between paper and gum. 

The ‘Mineral Springs’ design served 
the colony for 17 years, until 1879, 
including two distinct later issues. 
From 1866, all values apart from the 
6d were recess printed on white 
paper, perforated 15, and in 1876 
transfers were made from the original 
plates and all four denominations 
were reissued in lithographic form. 

Paper, watermark and perforation 
varieties, retouches and bisects added 
extra intrigue to the series, and it 
became a collecting interest of many 
distinguished philatelists of the 
classic era, including Sir Edward 
Bacon and Fred Melville. □

Baptism of fire 

The Gallipoli campaign, which began 100 years ago, brought death to 
100,000 people but gave birth to a national identity for three countries 


□ Report by Alastair Gunn 



F rom the British point of view, 
the key battles of World War I 
were those on the Western 
Front, especially the Somme. For the 
people of Australia, New Zealand 
and Turkey, however, the name 
etched into their national 
consciousness is Gallipoli. 

For all three countries, the 
Gallipoli campaign of 1915-16 was 
central to the emergence of a 
national identity. 

The Australian colonies had been 
unified as a single country as recently 
as 1901, and New Zealand had 
always been isolated from great world 
events by distance, so this was the 
first great battle fought by soldiers 
from either country. 

Turkey had yet to emerge as a 
modern state, but it was the Ottoman 
Empire’s front-line commander at 


Gallipoli, Mustafa Kemal Atatiirk, 
who would use his military 
reputation as a springboard to 
become the father of the nation. 

The British Empire’s forces, 
combined into the Australian & New 
Zealand Army Corps, fought bravely, 
suffered heavy losses and were 
defeated, but engendered the 
legendary ANZAC spirit, which 
evokes courage, endurance, 
discipline, initiative and 
comradeship. 

The Turks won their greatest 
victory of an otherwise disastrous 
war, preventing their capital of 
Constantinople (Istanbul) and their 
heartland of Anatalia from invasion 
even though their once-great empire 
was crumbling around them. 

Forces from other countries also 
took part — in fact the British and 


French casualties were far higher 
than ANZAC casualties — but the 
the campaign is not part of their 
national psyche. 

Killing fields 

Australians and New Zealanders 
know the campaign as Gallipoli, after 
the town and peninsula of Gelibolu, 
on the northern shore of the 
Dardanelles strait, west of 
Constantinople. Turks name it after 
(Janakkale, the sea port on the 
southern shore. 

It was Winston Churchill, then 
First Lord of the Admiralty, who 
came up with the idea of the attack. 

In essence the aim was simple: to 
exploit British naval power by 
landing extraordinary numbers of 
soldiers on the peninsula, to advance 
from there to capture

Constantinople, and thereby 
establish control over the sea route to 
Russia, the principal ally of Britain 
and France. 

After the bombardment of Turkish 
defensive batteries and minesweeping 
operations in the strait during 
February and March, amphibious 
landings commenced at dawn on 
April 25, 1915. 

The Turks and their German 
military advisors were expecting an 
assault and were well-prepared. 
Although unable to prevent the 


landings, they were able to inflict 
huge casualties on the attacking 
troops, not least at Gaba Tepe, which 
the allies dubbed Anzac Cove. 

The beachheads which were 
established were precarious ones, 
with the Turks holding the higher 
ground and the allied forces pinned 
on the lower slopes and unable to 
exploit the landings. 

As in other theatres of the war, 
trench warfare followed, punctuated 
by offensives which were frequently 
deadly but largely unsuccessful. As

an example, the Battle of Lone Pine 
in August saw 2,273 Australians and 
at least 4,000 Turks killed while 
fighting over an area the size of two 
football pitches. 

The campaign lasted for eight 
months but became hopeless, 
especially when winter came, with 
gales and blizzards causing flooded 
trenches and frostbite. The 
evacuation of 35,000 men began in 
December and was completed on 
January 8, 1916. 


Winners and losers 

The abject failure of the Gallipoli 
campaign saw Churchill demoted 
from First Lord of the Admiralty, 
starting a long downward trajectory 
in his political career. It is reasonable 
to argue that the total of 113,000 
deaths shared between both sides can 
be laid at his door. 

Conversely, Gallipoli was the 
making of Atatiirk, who began to 
forge his reputation as the only 
Turkish who never suffered a defeat 
in World War I. In peacetime he 
became a leader of the War of 
Independence, and by 1923 he was 
the first President of the new republic 
of Turkey. 

For the nations of Australia and 
New Zealand, the campaign had |> 
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been a ‘baptism of fire’, their first 
military action which had resulted in 
large-scale casualties. April 25 
became a date of huge significance 
for them, officially named Anzac Day 
and made a public holiday in both 
countries (as well as in the Cook 
Islands, Niue, Papua New Guinea, 
the Pitcairn Islands, Samoa and 
Tonga). 

It is on Anzac Day, rather than on 
Remembrance Day, that their war 
dead are remembered, with dawn 
vigils, memorial services and 
military parades. 

Turkey’s commemoratives 

Unsurprisingly, perhaps, it was 
Turkey which issued the first stamps 
commemorating the Gallipoli 
campaign. 

The 2pa stamp in the Ottoman 
Empire’s 1917 series illustrated a 
howitzer at Sedd el Bahr, a defensive 
bastion on the southern tip of the 
peninsula. The 50pa and lpi values 
showed different maps of the region, 
the latter also portraying Sultan 
Mohamed V.

This would be the last stamp 
design to show a reigning Sultan, but 
many stamps over the following 
decades would depict President 
Atatiirk, starting in 1924. 

A set of four celebrated the 40th 
anniversary of the Battle of 
(Janakkale in 1955, showing a relief 
map, Atatiirk, a gunner and a 
minelaying ship. 

A set of three with charity 
surcharges marked the 40th 
anniversary in 1965, two showing 
monuments and one a map and 
wreath. 

Australia’s commemoratives 

The first commemorative stamps for 
Anzac Day were issued by Australia 
in March 1935. A 2d value paying the 
basic letter rate and a Is for telegrams 
and parcels illustrated the Cenotaph 
in London surrounded by a wreath. 

Australia’s 50th anniversary set in 
1965 depicted a poignant element of 
the Gallipoli legend, the story of 
‘Simpson and his donkey’. John

Simpson Kirkpatrick served as a 
stretcher-bearer, and he and his 
donkey, Murphy, carried wounded 
soldiers from the front line to the 
beach for evacuation during the early 
stages of the campaign, frequently 
under enemy fire. He was killed in 
May 1915, at the age of 22. 

Australia has issued further Anzac 
Day stamps in 1990, 1991 and 2008. 
Furthermore, the 2000 set in the 
Australian Legends series honoured 
the last three surviving Australians 
who had fought at Gallipoli (Walter 
Parker, Roy Longmore and Alec 
Campbell), and illustrated the 
British Empire’s 1914-15 Star 
campaign medal. 

NZ commemoratives 

New Zealand was a year behind 
Australia in marking Anzac Day with 
stamps. The first set, issued around 
the 21st anniversary in April 1936, 
comprised two charity stamps with 
the same design, showing a soldier 


ready for battle at Gallipoli. 

The 1965 50th anniversary set of 
two both showed a peaceful-looking 
Anzac Cove, the higher value with a 
red poppy superimposed. 

The first set in the annual ANZAC 
series of 2008-10 included an image 
of soldiers wading ashore during the 
Gallipoli landings, and the 2011 
Victoria Cross issue included a stamp 
for Corporal Cyril Bassett, who won 
his medal for laying crucial 
telephone lines under continuous 
gunfire at Gallipoli. 

Modern memorials 

Thankfully times have changed, and 
wounds have healed between nations 
from opposite sides of the world 
which, under normal circumstances, 
should have no reason to go to war 
with each other. 

A statue at a military graveyard at 
(Janakkale portrays a Turkish soldier 
carrying a wounded ANZAC soldier 
to a first-aid post, and it was shown

on stamps from New Zealand and 
Turkey in a 1998 joint issue. 

The memorial at Anzac Cove has a 
marvellous multicultural message 
undersigned by Atatiirk, which reads: 
‘Those heroes that shed their blood 
and lost their lives... you are now lying 
in the soil of a friendly country. 
Therefore rest in peace. There is no 
difference between the Johnnies and 
the Mehmets to us where they lie side 
by side here in this country of ours... 

‘You, the mothers, who sent their 
sons from far away countries, wipe 
away your tears; your sons are now 
lying in our bosom and are at peace.

Yesterday’s Yemen 


The doomed Mahra Sultanate of Qishn & Socotra definitely did issue stamps in the 
months before it was overrun by Yemeni paramilitaries in 1967. But how many? 

□ Report by Adrian Keppel 


T he Mahra Sultanate of Qishn & 
Socotra, often known more 
simply as the Mahra State (as 
inscribed on its stamps), has a very 
short entry in the stamp catalogues, 
limited to just seven months in 1967. 

In fact, the sultanate itself, 
comprising part of the southern shore 
of the Arabian peninsula around 
Qishn and an island in the Indian 
Ocean called Socotra, had a 400-year 
history; it was established in the 16th 
century by the Portuguese. 

But its stamp-issuing period was 
confined to its death throes, as it 
emerged from a century as part of 
Britain’s Aden Protectorate (1869- 
1963) and Protectorate of South 
Arabia (1963-67) to become part of 
the new state of South Yemen. 



The sultanate’s only definitive set 
was introduced in March 1967. 

Designed and printed in 
lithography by Harrisons in Britain, 
it had a single design showing the 
green, white and red flag of the 
sultanate against the background of a 
desert coast in different colours. The 
bilingual inscriptions included both 
‘Mahra State’ and ‘South Arabia’, and 
the 11 values ranged from 5f to 500f.

sultanates of South Arabia, and at the 
cost of its important naval base in 
Aden, Britain pulled out of the region 
and recognised the independence of 
South Yemen on November 30, 1967. 

The Mahra Sultanate was 
promptly abolished, and all stamps 
issued in the Protectorate of South 
Arabia were formally invalidated in 
November 1969. 

South Yemen later united with 
North Yemen to form the Republic of 
Yemen, and that is where you will 
find Mahra today. Continuing 
turmoil in the region, however, has 
led to calls for independence for 
Mahra, so the philatelic story of the 
former sultanate might yet have a 
second chapter. □ 


A succession of commemoratives 
followed, but there is no concensus 
on how these should be treated. 

Many collectors believe that issues 
are authentic up to October 1, 1967, 
when the (Yemeni) National 
Liberation Front, a Marxist 
paramilitary organisation, assumed 
control over the area. That line of 
thought includes sets celebrating 
Scouting, John F Kennedy, the 
Mexico Olympics and Arab Artwork, 
which have a reputation as 


‘wallpaper’ but in some cases have 
been found postally used. 

Stanley Gibbons catalogues lists 
only the first three of these, and 
relegates them to appendix status. 

After October, and through into 
1968 there were a dozen or so further 
sets, but these were certainly bogus 
because they were produced after the 
sultanate had ceased to exist. 

Despite its status as a protector of the 
various emirates, sheikhdoms and

High wire act 

It wasn't only postal services which revolutionised communications in the mid- 
19th century. One of the special exhibits at London 2015 Europhilex comprises 
rare proofs and stamps from the world’s first commercial telegraph operator

O ne of the most remarkable 
technical achievements of 
the 19th century was the 
harnessing of electricity, and among 
its earliest practical applications was 
improved communication. 

Roughly contemporaneous with the 
postal reform of the 1840s and 1850s 
was the development of the electric 
telegraph, and telegraph operators 
soon followed the lead of postal 
operators in adopting adhesive 
stamps as a proof of payment. 

Chris Harman’s exhibit of the early 
stamps of the Electric Telegraph 
Company, the world’s first 
commercial operator, is exceptional 
in that it shows proof and issued 
material of which few examples 
survive outside the British Library 
(the Peter Langmead Collection) and 
the Royal Philatelic Collection.

Messages by cable 

Ancient means of signalling such as 
shouting, trumpeting and drumming 
were limited by how far sound would

carry. For longer distances, visual 
signals such as flags, fires and 
shuttered lights were developed. 

In the United Kingdom, the height 
of communication technology at the 
start of the 19th century was a 
70-mile line of semaphore stations 
which had been established by 1796 
from London to Sheerness on the 
Medway estuary and Deal on the 
English Channel coast. But this still 
relied on good visibility, which was 
not always available. 

Developed in stages by a 


combination of inventors in the 
1830s, the electric telegraph 
transmitted electrical signals via 
dedicated cables carried aloft on 
poles, to a receiver which could 
decode them and, from 1855 
onwards, print them. 

It was a major advance in sending 
simple messages rapidly, and 
potentially over long distances. 

Shadowing the railways 

It was the railways that established 
and used the first working system in 


1838, when Isambard Kingdom 
Brunei arranged for William Cooke 
and Charles Wheatstone to install a 
telegraph line for the Great Western 
Railway between Paddington and 
West Drayton stations in west 
London, a distance of 13 miles. 

This was opened up to the public, 
and its operator Thomas Home 
would send messages at a uniform 
charge of one shilling. 

Since a continuous strip of land 
was required for the erection of a 
telegraph line, following railway

routes remained the ideal solution, 
and the first commercial enterprise to 
exploit the growth of the railway 
network was the Electric Telegraph 
Company. Incorporated in 1846 by 
Cooke and his financial backer John 
Lewis Ricardo, it offered the British 
public an electric telegraph service on 
a commercial basis for the first time. 

The company expanded rapidly, 
typically by signing ‘wayleave’ 
agreements which gave it exclusive 
access to railway routes. It had 1,500 
miles of cable by 1848, and 15,000 
miles by 1851, the year of the Great 
Exhibition. By 1855, most of Britain’s 
major cities were connected by 
telegraph cable. 

First stamps 

In February 1854 the Electric 
Telegraph Company decided to 
introduce adhesive stamps as a 
method of pre-payment. Perkins, 
Bacon & Co was asked to submit 
design proposals, and the first plate 
was engraved on April 8, 1854. 

The rectangular design featured the 
company logo at the top and a 
patterned frame but was otherwise 
dominated by text, including the 
smallprint absolving the operator of 
responsibility for errors and delays. 

At the top was a unique control 
number, and at the bottom there was 
space for the signature of the sender. 

Printed in black in sheets of 16 on 
three different colours of 
unwatermarked paper, the stamps 
were issued imperforate. 

For a message limited to 20 words, 
the fees were Is for a distance of 
under 50 miles, 2s 6d for a distance 
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of between 50 and 100 miles, and 
5s for a distance of over 100 miles. 
However, the stamps of this first 
issue were inscribed only with the 
word limit and the distance, rather 
than with a value. 

Later issues 

As early as June 21, 1854, the 
company had a change of heart and 
instructed Perkins Bacon to insert the 
value into the stamp design in words. 
The second issue, which appeared in 
stages starting on January 1, 1855, 
duly had indicated values of 3d, Is, 

Is 6d, 2s, 2s 6d, 3s and 4s, on various

colours of paper, still unwatermarked 
and imperforate. 

All the stamps are scarce, since 
they were not generally made 
available to the public. The person 
sending the message would hand the 
form over the counter, and be asked 
to sign the stamp, but once the 
message had been sent both the form 
and the stamp were destroyed. C> 
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GB ELECTRIC TELEGRAPH COMPANY 1854-70 


Rarest of all are the stamps 
perforated by Perkins Bacon, using 
the new perforating machine which it 
acquired in June 1860; issued from 
July 1860 with a variable perforation 
gauge, these were among the first 
stamps ever perforated by the 
company. 

The two perforated stamps in Chris 
Harman’s exhibit are believed to be 
the only surviving examples outside 
institutional collections. 

Nationalised industry 

The Electric Telegraph Company was 
renamed the Electric & International 
Telegraph Company after a merger in 
1855. Its later stamp issues, from 
1861, were printed by Waterlow & 
Sons to new designs. 

Although it faced a growing 
number of competitors, the company 
remained by far the largest private 
telegraph operator in Britain, and 
the one with the most extensive 
network. 

But on January 28, 1870, the inland 
operations of all the companies in the 
industry were nationalised, with 
responsibility for the whole network 
taken over by the Post Office. □

CINDERELLA CORNER 



April fool? 

Produced by a pioneering stamp dealer as a practical joke, were the stamps 
inscribed for Neutral Moresnet in 1867 the world's first bogus issue? 


A bogus stamp can be defined as 
one which purports to have 
been issued by an entity that 
exists and therefore might have 
produced it, but did not. 

In the Cinderella spectrum, it lies 
somewhere between a forgery, which 
is a privately made copy of a genuine 
stamp issue, and a fantasy stamp, 
which appears to have been issued by 
an entity that does not exist. 

Bogus stamps have a long and 
interesting history. In fact, it is our 
contention that the first were issued 
as long ago as 1867. 


The most important function of the 
earliest philatelic journals was 
identifying new stamp issues. In this 
respect, one of the most significant 
publications was Le Timbre-Poste, 
edited by Jean-Baptiste Moens. 

Moens, a Belgian who set up shop 
in Brussels, was hugely influential in 
his day. He is widely recognised as 
the world’s first stamp dealer, and 
handled the distribution of the 
extremely rare ‘Post Office’ Mauritius 
stamps of 1847 after they were 
belatedly discovered in the 1860s. He 
also published one of the earliest 
stamp catalogues, as early as 1862, 
and became one of the original 
philatelic journalists when he 
launched Le Timbre-Poste in 1863. 

Reporting new stamp issues was 
one of the strengths of the journal. In 
the days before philatelic promotion, 
it was not an easy task, but Moens 
established a large network of 
correspondents around the world to 
keep him informed.

What infuriated him, however, was 
that his competitors had a nasty habit 
of copying this information and 
publishing it in their magazines, after 
he had done all the hard work. To 
prove they were plagiarising him, he 
decided to lay a trap. 

In 1867 Le Timbre-Poste published 
information about a new issue of 
stamps from Neutral Moresnet. 

This was a triangle of territory 
lying between Prussia and Belgium, 
with an area of only one square mile 
but with some economic significance 
because of its valuable zinc mine. Its 
existence as a political entity dated 
from a treaty originally concluded 
between Prussia and the Netherlands 
in 1816, and after Belgian 
independence in 1830 it was a 
condominium jointly administered 
by Brussels and Berlin. 

A letter attributed to J S Neom, 
dated April 1, 1867, stated that 
Neutral Moresnet’s first stamps were 
engraved by M M De Visch & Livra 
and printed in sheets of 100 or 120. 

Eagle-eyed readers might have 
realised that the correspondent’s 


name spelt ‘Moens’ backwards, that 
‘visch’ is Flemish for ‘fish’, and that 
‘Livra’ is an anagram of ‘Avril’ 

(April). In Francophone countries, 
poissons d’ avril (April fish) means 
April Fool’s Day! 

However, other journals copied 
and published the information, 
allowing Moens to point out the 
error of their ways! 

The bogus stamps were not only 
reported but were actually printed, in 
black on seven different colours of 
paper: white, grey, rose, lilac, yellow 
brown, blue grey and emerald green. 
They can be found perforated or 
imperforate. 

They looked quite credible, with a 
complex design combining the Arms 
of Belgium and of Prussia, 
surmounted by the Phrygian cap of 
liberty, with the inscription 
‘Commune Libre de Moresnet’. 

Ironically, these bogus stamps have 
been forged, and we have examples in 
black on dark red. In 1968, in 
celebration of Moens’ ruse, 
reproductions were produced in 
sheetlets of 25 (5x5). □

Is this Pakistan overprint error a recorded variety? 

Q This overprint from Pakistan shows a missing 'A' in the lower right stamp and a 
partially missing ‘A’ in the stamp above it. Is this a recorded variety? 

M Dyble, Great Yarmouth 

A This is a known variety of the stamp, and by no means the only one. 

In 1961 Pakistan introduced decimal currency, switching from annas and pies to 
paisas and rupees. As a provisional measure, six stamps from various existing 
issues were surcharged with new denominations. The 7p surcharge was on the la red from 
the 1954 set marking the 7th Anniversary of Independence. 

The overprinting was divided between two printers, the Pakistan Security Printing 
Corporation and Times Press, and they produced multiple errors and varieties. 

The ‘missing A’ and ‘partially missing A’ overprints always occur in the bottom right 
corner of the sheet. Another constant variety from elsewhere in the sheet has ‘Paisa’ 
misspelled as ‘Pasia’, and many doubled and shifted overprints can be found too. 






Did the Lockerbie trial leave any postal history? 


Q Camp Zeist, a military base near 
Utrecht in the Netherlands, was 
officially Scottish territory from 
1999-2002, as it played host to the trial of 
Abdelbaset al-Megrahi, the Libyan who 
was ultimately convicted of the 1988 
Lockerbie bombing. A thousand Scottish 
police officers and court officials were 
stationed there. 

I am interested in the camp’s postal 
facilities. Were the officials given any 
special postal privileges? Was a special 
postmark in service? Were British or 


Scottish (regional) stamps used there?

A We consulted several specialists in 
Dutch and Scottish postal history, 
but none had any knowledge of 
special mail arrangements for Camp Zeist. 

However, there were several sacks of US 
military mail on Pan-Am flight 103, which 
were salvaged from the wreckage around 
Lockerbie and forwarded to the addressees, 
with labels attached. A handful of covers 
have come onto the philatelic market.

A Du ring and directly after World War 
II, the British Government imposed 
a ban on the export of currency, and 
unused stamps were considered currency. 

It was accepted that the export of mint 
stamps of Great Britain (and the Morocco 
Agencies) were necessary for the overseas 
philatelic market, so this was permitted on the condition that the 
stamps were sent via the British Philatelic Association (now the 
Association of British Philatelic Societies) for inspection. 

The BPA’s rote was to check the contents and endorse that the

stamps were indeed intended for collectors. 

This rule applied equally to philatelic exports to alt countries, 
although in practice the cachet is most often found on covers 
addressed to USAand Canada. 


Were these ‘Indian’ stamps produced by Nazi Germany? 


Q l have perforated 
and imperforate 
examples of these 
‘Azad Hind’ stamps, which I 
believe are a Nazi-inspired 
issue, prepared for a 
planned invasion of British 
India. Can you give me more 
information about them?

A They are bogus stamps produced by Germany in World War 
II, for propaganda purposes rather than in any genuine 
expectation of being postally used. 

The Azad Hind (Free India) movement, which was Led by Subhas 
Chandra Bose and aimed to undermine British control of India, was 
supported both by Germany and Japan. 

The set of 10 stamps was produced in 1943, when Bose was in 
Berlin. They are Listed in the Michel catalogue of Germany, 
perforated and imperforate, and are relatively common; the only 


entries with a high catalogue price are the 1r and 2r values printed 
in the wrong colours. 

That same year Bose moved to Singapore, where the occupying 
Japanese recognised him as the Leader of the Provisional 
Government of Free India. His Indian National Army joined in the 
Japanese attempt to invade India through Burma, but that prospect 
receded afterthe Battle of Imphal in 1944. 

Bose died following a plane crash in Japanese-occupied Taiwan in 
August 1945, shortly before Japan’s surrender.

LEEDS PHILATELIC SOCIETY 


When a group of collectors gathered in Headingley to organise an 
exhibition to celebrate the golden jubilee of the postage stamp in May 
1890, they also decided to found the Leeds Philatelic Society. There 
were 18 members, paying an annual subscription fee of 2s 6d. 

Soon a philatelic library was established, which now has around 
4,000 items and is one of the best in the north of England. 

In 1892 the President, W Beckwith, presented his album of 
forgeries and bogus stamps to the society, and over the years other 
members have added considerably to this ‘black book’, including Rev 
R B Earee, the author of Album Weeds, who donated 633 forgeries in 
1921. It has grown into a superb reference collection, spanning most 
of the stamp-issuing countries of the world. 

The society has been hosting a two-day annual stamp fair at 
Pudsey since 1990, which is now established as one of the most 
popular in the region. 

In its 125th anniversary year, it will host Philatelic Congress of 
Great Britain in August, and co-host the Yorkshire Philatelic 
Association’s Annual Convention in June. It is also putting on a small 
exhibition at the Abbey House Museum in Leeds from May 1-June 30.

SELLING YOUR STAMPS? (continued) Part 4 

Summary Tip #21:5 Different Ways to Sell your Stamps: Selling via Auction 



Dear Collector, 

In Part 3 of ‘Selling your Stamps’ we discussed the importance of 
selecting the right dealers/organisations to approach and ensuring 
the choice of those with transparent modus operandi. 

Here in Part 4 of ‘Selling your Stamps’ we’ll discuss the potential 
advantages and disadvantages of selling through auction on your 
own account. 

Remember we previously discussed the importance of knowing 
the strength of your collection. This is never more important than 
when making the decision to consign your stamps to auction. We 
have touched upon this in previous ‘Stamp Tips of the Trade’. The 
most important thing to remember - is ‘who buys complete stamp 
collections at auction?’ 

Collectors want to buy stamps that are missing from their collections: 
Dealers want to buy complete collections to break out individual 
stamps/sets to supply to collectors. By breaking collections into 
individual parts dealers add value/profit. When you consign your 


sold to a dealer for £1011- by an auction who has put no money on 
the table and yet made a gross profit of £32 6= on the transaction. 
The dealer that paid £1,011.50 expects to make a profit. It follows 
that if you can approach the right dealers in the right way - then 
you can expect to eliminate much of the money that you pay for that 
auction to offer your stamps to dealers. Please refer to ‘Selling your 
Stamps?’ Part 2 for suggestions as to how this may be achieved for 
more valuable collections. 

The ‘funniest’ thing of all was that the auction does not even pack 
your purchases .... we had to pay another £35 for a company to 
collect the stamps, package them and deliver them to us by parcel 
delivery! 

The point is that unless your collection includes valuable stamps/ 
sets that the auctioneer agrees to extract and offer individually ... 
you are paying an enormous percentage of the value of your stamps 
for that auction to sell to dealers.

collection as one lot to auction - 9 times out of 10 .... it is a dealer 
that will be buying it. Unless you are a collector that purchases 
collections, extract the stamps you need, and sell on the rest - you 
will be looking to buy specific stamps, sets or small ‘runs’. 

So what is wrong with consigning stamps to auction? Nothing, if 
it is the right kind of stamps. For example - you need to ‘quiz’ 
the auctioneer selected as to what he/she is actually going to do 
with your stamps. Let’s give you an example. A few weeks ago we 
purchased a ‘Birds’ thematic collection from public auction. We 
paid the auctioneer exactly £1011.50= ... but the actual price the 
stamps were ‘knocked down’ to us was exactly £800=. The buyer’s 
premium was 26.4375% - and that was before the increase in VAT. 
If we purchased the same collection today - the buyer’s premium 
would be 27% ! 

And did the collector realise £800=? NO. Even if the collector was 
charged just 12% + VAT selling commission - at today’s rate the 
collector would receive £685=. Imagine, this collection has been 


BUT, if your collection is one basically comprised of rarities - then 
an argument can be made for offering your collection individually 
lotted. In this way you are going to reach collectors + if yours is 
a ‘named’ collection often there is a ‘kudos’ value/premium that 
stamps with provenance achieve. 

However - so large are the major auctions selling and buyer’s 
premiums today - that even with collections of rarities - leading 
dealers can often offer to pay in excess of a fair auction estimate 
immediately - without risk, uncertainty of unsold lots, and 
immediately. The simple answer is get the auction to underwrite the 
minimum NET amount that they will guarantee you receive ... and 
then see by how much the ‘trade’ will improve upon this. Then you 
make a fully informed decision. 

In Part 5 of ‘Selling your Stamps?’ we’ll discuss the merits and 
obstacles of selling your stamps on-line via eBay and other on-line 
auctions.

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STRANGE BUT TRUE 


The end of the world? 

Never mind Ancient Mayan prophesies! Forget inter-planetary cataclysm! 
The ultimate harbinger of doom was a Bulgarian miniature sheet 

□ Report by John Winchester 


T he ‘end of the world’ doom-mongers were out in force for the 
Winter Solstice in 2012, when the coincidence of two events 
became all too much for them. 

For hundreds of years the Mayan civilisation of Central America 
was regulated by the Long Count calendar, which dated the creation 
to August 11, 3114 BC, and divided the past and future into a 
succession of epochs. Even after the demise of the Maya in the 17th 
century, some continued to observe the Long Count, and noted that 
the end of an epoch was due on December 21, 2012. 

There was no indication from ancient writings that this date was 
ill-omened; indeed it would probably have been greeted by the Maya 
with great festivities. Nonetheless, it was assumed by many to have 
special global significance. 

Now came a second realisation. The end of the epoch would 
coincide with a cosmic phenomenon, the so-called Grand Parade of 
the Planets, in which the Earth and the other five brightest planets in 
the solar system came close to alignment on the same side of the Sun. 
Viewed from the Earth, they looked like a string of pearls draped 
across the night sky. Were the simultaneous happenings a sign of the 
end of the world? 

One onlooker who got too carried away was Todor Vardzhiev, who 
was asked to design Bulgaria Post’s miniature sheet commemorating 
the Grand Parade. He depicted not only Mercury, Venus, Earth,

Mars, Jupiter and Saturn in alignment, but also, contrary to 
astronomical fact, Uranus and Neptune. If the sheet had been a little 
larger, the inference of a partially drawn outer orbit is that Pluto 
would have been included too. 

Of course the day passed without incident. But did Vardzhiev 
know something the Maya didn’t? Was his vision a warning of the 
planetary orientation required for a cataclysm? Or was it just a 
simple mistake? Embarrassing, but not the end of the world. □
